lufle, and will fall heavic upon many men : I: is certaine thatthe 
Weymariſh and French hive rclieved Bingen ; the Electour of 
Mcnz is very much incenſed again(t Dox Ferdugo and other Of. 
ficers, becauſe they foriook fo ſoon the fiege bc tore Bingen, and

horſes and to ger them forward: On wedneſday laſt Genera! 
Bannier had his head quarter at Qwickaw, and at this pre- 
ſent he lycs about Alrenburgyby al appearance,he wil march 
through Miſnia, , and come to this Citie and pitch his 
Campe here abouts , ro which end divers of his Officers as 
alſo his own Nephew are artived heere with 4oo. horſe men 
and divers other troopes are to follow them, on th'other 
ſide the Impe1iall General Piccolomini followerh likewiſe 
cloſe,who kept on Sunday laſt his Randevourz art Annaberg, 
bur he hath onely his horſe men about him,& the foot forces 
rogether with 4rch-Duke Leopold William and che Artil.
